Ali three of these forms of government are complex and. subject to political control 
without benefit of being efficient. 


TRE COUNCIL-MANAGER GOVERNMENT 


Simple, direct and democratic. The manager plan is strong at every point where the old systems art 
weak, It provides these two essentials: Control by voters and efficient management. Most public school 
systems, most business corporations, labor unions and other enterprises have exactly the same setup as 
the manager pian. The voters, stockholders or members choose a board to determine policy and to hire 
a competent executive to do the work. If the executive makes good, he keeps his job and gets a raise. 


MORE FOR THE TAX DOLLAR 
The major expenditure of the city is for personnel—the coordination and cfficient use of this per 


sonrel will effect a major saving. This, together with the lowering of unit costs of operation and a busi 
ress-like purchasing procedure are items for your very careful consideration.
